lain him to rest after life’s fitful fever is over, On a 
bed soften than was ever made by blooming roses 
or pillow of down, 

“We have buried him with the blessings, and hon- 
ors, and esteem, aud affections, of a grateful people. 
Let me add that it was fitting that he should be laid 
to rest with the flazof the confederacy, which he 
loved so well, fo ded about himand buried with 
him, and the stars ana stripes of the republic, 
for whose honor he spilt his blood, waving over 
him. If he could speak to us tonight, I am sure his 
injunction would be to remain true to the memories 
of the past, and no less true to duties of the fature 
and the glory of our American repubdiic. The grief 
over his ¢ceath is ours; but his fame will yet be 
claimed for h s country and mankind.”

IMR. INMAN'’S. VERSION 


OF THE SUIT AGAINST HIM RY THE 
TENNESSEE COAL AND IRON ©O. 


HE EXPOSES THE DESIGN OF THE SUIT 


It Was Brought in the Interest of Those 
Opposed to Him in Other Matters— 
The Company Has Lost Nothing. 


New Yorx«, December 12. — (Special.]— 
With reference to the articles which hove ap- 
peared recently in regard to the suit filed by 
the Tennessee Coal and Iron company against 
Mr. John H. Inman. Mr: Inman said yester- 
day that, in view of the attack made upon 
him, he felt justified in defiouncing the 
method adopted by those who, through this 
suit, sought to break his influence. The facts, 
Mr. Inman said, were: 

In the summer of 1886 the capital stock of 
the Tennessee Coal and Iron company was 
$3,000,000. Its stock was then selling at about 
thirty eents on the dollar and its bonds at 
about eighty cents. During the summer of 
1886 Mr. Inman, with Messrs. Shook, Baxter 
and others, acquired control of the Pratt Coal 
and [ron company in Alabama, owning one of 
the most valuable coal and iron properties in 
the entire country. On the strength of the pro- 
posed sale by Mr. Inman and. his associates of 
the Pratt property, the stock of the Tennes- 
see company advanced rapidly to $50 a-share, 
and after the stockholders confirmed the trade 
in September, 1886, the stock rose to $118 per 
Share. In the years of 1887 and 1888, the price 
of iron declined and the stock of the Tennessee 
Coal company sold down, but it is now selling 
at about $76 per share, and the bonds on the 
Birmingham division, which is the Pratt prop- 
erty, are selling about par, and this notwith- 
standing the fact that the stock of 
the Tennessee company was_ increased 
in the purchase of the Pratt prop- 
erty from $5,000,000 to $10,000,000 
It does not appear that the Tennessee com- 
pany’s stockholders were injured by the trans- 
action. The very basis of the present prosper- 
ity of the company is the Pratt property.”’ 

Mr. Inman denied that any fraud was per- 
petrated on the stockholders, and expressed 
his perfect willingness to stand by the record. 
There was not the slightest concealment from 4 
the beginning to the end of the whole matter. 
The stockholders had full notice and knowl- 
edge of everything that transpired, and were 
unanimous in their action. Not a vote was 
cast against the trade. Months transpired be- 
tween the confirmation of the trade and the 
increase of the stock of the Tennessee com- 
pany, and yet the stockholders of the Tennes- 
see company took their share of the increased 
capital,and no complaint in regard to the 
matter was heard until recently. The con- 
tract attached to the bill itself shows openly 
on its face that Inman, Shook and Baxter 
were all parties tothe sale of the Pratt prop- 
erty. 

Mr. Inman declared that he was perfectly 
satisfied with his record in connection with the 
company, andthat it would bear the closest 


investigation. Mr. Inman further stated, with 
reference to the recent conferences. between. 
him and the committee representing the Zen= 


the Tennessee 
company and was conducted on 
the ground that the committee 
wished to ascertain the facts, and did not wish 
to bring suit or to subject Mr. Inman to an- 
novance. Mr. Inman states that he met 
every proposition of the committee, and was 
ready to refer the matter to the courts on an 
agreed statement of facts as proposed by the 
committee, or to refer the ,whole matter to 
arbitration, but denies that he ever recognized 
the validity of their claim by discussing its 
settlement or otherwise. Mr. Inman insists 
that the suit is an outrage upon him, and un- 
warranted by the facts. In his opinion, cer- 
tain interests behind this suit desire to injure 
him in the public estimation, and this, he 
claims, is the ‘‘whole milk in the cocoanut.”’

THE LINE OF DEFENSE. 

One of the attorneys for the defense said yester- 
day afternoon that they would start out to prove 
where and what Mr. Dale was from 1870 to 1840. 
Beyond that they are going to resurrect and fully 
Investigate the “Ponder Hill suicide,” which was 
the all-absorbing topic of conversation for many 
days during the spring of 1884. 

In April, 1884, the body of a young man, adjudged 
to be between thirty and thirty-five years of ace, 
was found on the southeastern slope of Ponder hill 
with a builet in bis left temple, evidently inflicted 
by a four- barrelled revolver, 34-calibar, one barrel 
of which was og 
The body was taken up and brought to the un- 
dertaking establisiment, and lett there from Mon- 
day morning until Saturday afternoon, when it was 
carried to Oakland cemetery where the interment 
occurred, 

Previous to the interment, at least five thousand 
people visited the undertaking es‘ablishment to 
ry and identify the remains. Just before the bur- 
ial, aman came from Greenville, §.C., and claimed 
the body as that of his brother. He said that there 
was a scar, caused from a burn, on the back of his 
neck. The scar was found, but was evidently 
made by a collar-buttop. Hethen said that there 
WAS &@ Scar On his left foot, from a cut on the instep. 
The stocking was slipped up from the leg of the 
corpse, and a mark displayed, but it was a wrinkie 
caused by tho ill-fitting stocking, 

Immediately after the funeral, a telegram arrived 
stating that the brother of the woman wax alive 
and well, and he disappeared, and was never beard 
of any more. 

WAS IT NUTALL? 

This is the story of the suicide, in short. He was 
& young man, wore his hair half long, aud a full 
flowing mustache, nearly black, grew on his upper 
lip. He had a fino face,and his only resemblance to 
the alleged Nutall wasa Romon nose. 

Since his burial numberle:s telegrams have been 
scnt and received, but none of them have the 
slightest indica'tion of identity. 

He was well dressed, outer and underclothing, 
and looked like anything else than a vagabond. 

He had erased his name from all the papers found 
iu his pockets, nnd had scratched it from the inside 
of his hat.

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Build the Monument. 

The widow and orphan of Jefferson 
Davis are now assured that comfort which 
the loving people of the south would have 
them enjoy. The subscriptions to date are 
already enough to carry ou the relief plan 
agreed upon, but subscriptions should not 
stop on this account. To make the matter 
more certain, to carry these wards of the 
south beyond the domain of possible want, 
more can be subscribed to advantage, and it 
should be the proud duty of those who 
cherish the memory of their dead chieftain 
to see that those of his who live are guar- 
anteed not oaly independence, but that they 
will be enabled to live in thorough ease and 
absolutely without want. ‘Let every man 
who has not added his name to this roll of 
honor do so, be his subscription but a mite. 
Now that the widow and child are insured 
relief, our people can turn with redoubled 
energy to the work of perpetuating in mar- 
ble, in our midst, the memory of the glori- 
ous southern knight, whom a loving people 
bave just laid to his final rest. 

While the responses to the call for sub- 
scriptions to the monument fund have been 
cheerfully made, there are yet hundreds in 
the city of Atlanta who have not subscribed 
that ought to do so at once. Prominent 
business strects in the city have not been 
canvassed, and several thousand dollars can 
be easily added to the fund simply by pass- 
ing the lists through these streets. No 
Atlantian can refuse to contribute his part, 
and it should be the grateful work of this 
city to erect in its midst a proud emblem of 
the love of its people for all the memories 
represented in the body of him whose death 
the whole south is mourning. 

The work of organizing the Jefferson 
Davis Monument association will be com- 
pleted in a few days, after which committees 
will be appointed throughout the state, and 
the movement will be given the ecope that 
it merits. The organization will be made 
up from all parts of Georgia, for the state 
will delight to honor the memory of Jeffer- 
son Davis by erecting at its capital a monu- 
ment of love and reverence tothe dead hero 
of the confedoracy. 


Race Prejudice in the North. 


The New York World reproduces THE 
CONSTITUTION’S comments on George W. 
Cable’s social equality experiment in Nash- 
ville, and remarks: ‘‘This would seem to 
indicate that there is considerable prejudice 
against negroes in some parts of the coun- 

bP 

Undoubtedly there is, and there is plenty 
of it in the north. The New York Sun has 
the following: 

White people at the north who consort with ne- 
groes on terms of social equality, are treated in the 
game way by their white neighbors, There is no 
difference between north and south in that respect, 
unless it be that here the prejudice against the ne- 
groes on account of their mere color is stronger 
than at the suuth. 

During the early abolitionist days the experiment 
of introducing negroes into white society was made, 
Dut it did not work. Nor has the race prejudice 
been obliterated by emancipation. In all northern 
towns and villages the negroes are compelled to 
live apart, in quarters inhabited by them wholly, 
or almost wholly. Here, in New York, they really 
suffer much hardsbip because of this discrimination, 
They cannot select their residences, as white people 
Qo, from among a wast number, but must go tothe 
fcomparatively few tenements in which negroes are 
ailowed, which are usually in districts where the 
population is colored altogether. If the land'ord of 
@n ordinary tenement house should introduce a col- 
red family, no matter how neat and respectable, 
he would lose his white tenants. 

Not very long ago the Herald contained 
an article on the same line. It won’t do to 
gay that all the race prejudice in the coun- 
try is concentrated in the south. It is 
characteristic of white Americans every- 
where, butin the south it bas never been 
carried to an unreasonableextreme. So far 
ms thecolor line is concerned, itis as biga 
thing in Boston as it is in Charleston. 


The Bargain Counter in Politics. 

Some of the more thoughtful republicans 
have already discovered that their president 
is a failure, but they have the consolation 
of knowing that he is a-modest one. 

They know that he is not such a humbug 
as John Wanamaker, who is now engaged 
as running the pos‘office department asa 
tender to the bargain counter of his store in 
Philadelphia, and, if we take this view of 
the matter, the republican party is certainly 
to be congratulated. Fate or circumstance 
cuts some curious capers in this vale of 
tears; and, considering the party Mr. Har- 
rison belongs to, it was not impossible for 
him to be as dwarfed in statesmanship as 
he now is, and, at the same time, as much 
of a donkey as John Wanamaker. It must 
be conceded on all sides that the republican 
party has made a narrow escape; for if 
Wanamaker had been as lively in politics as 
he is in business, he might just as well have 
bought the presidency, though he would 
have had to pay more for it than he did for 
the position of postmaster-genera), 

But it must be conceded that Wanamaker 
is trying to make the most of his office. 
He is for the bargain counter every time. 
Recently, according to the New York Her- 
ald, when he proposed to appoint as 
postmaster in Newberry, a South Car- 
olina town, & person who was 
distasteful to the citizens, he was in- 
formed that the merchants would no Jonger 
trade at Wanamaker’s store, if he persisted 
in the appointment. Thereupon, the objec- 
tionable nomination was withdrawn. 

We quite agree with the Herald that this 
aensitiveness to trade argumeuts on the part 
of Wanamaker ought to be taken advantage 
of by other communities where objectiona- 
bie persons have been placed in charge of 


postoffices. ‘The person whom Wanamaker 
proposed to appoint at Newberry was 4 
negro, and the postmaster-general knew 
well enough that the appointment would be 
objectionable -to the mass of people who 
use the office—just as he knew that the ap- 
pointment of a negro wontan as postmistress 
at the Louisiana town of Zola would be ob- 
jectionable to the people there. 

This is not all. Wanamaker not only 
knew that the appointment of negroes 
as postmasters in southern towns 
would be distasteful, but she knew 
that such a policy would revive and 
renew. race irritation and prejudice. He 
knew, also, that such a -policy is calculated 
to breed trouble-in various ways. The 
Herald makes a suggestion that is worthy of 
Wanamaker’s attention. If he is so anx- 
fous to recognize the negro by appointing 
him to office, why does he. not appoint him 
in northern villages and towns that are 
strongly republican, and where the citizens 
pretend to be in favor of the social equality 
of the negro? If northern professions of 
love and friendship for the negro are worth 
anything whatever,, such appointments 
would be not only agreeable, but grateful, 
to the people. 

Moreover, the negro at the north is prob- 
ably better qualified in every way te hold 
office than his southern brother, and his ap- 
pointment could give offense to noone, As 
the New York Herald suggests, there are a 
thousand towns at the north where Wana- 
maker might carry out his policy of ap- 
pointing negroes to office with propriety. 
If he is sincere in his desire to please the 
colored voters, he has the opportunity. 

Will It. Spread’? 

Our European cablegrams speak of a 
queer epidemic now overrunning many coun- 
tries. 

It is an exaggerated influenza. A man 
wakes up in the morning with a nose six 
times its normal size, inflamed eyes stream- 
ing with tears, and bronchial tubes all 
choked up.

BULLOCK ON DAVIS, 


While in New York He Talks on the Pre- 
valling Topic. 
From the New York Press. > 

Ex-Governor Rufus Bullock, of Georgia, is 
among the guesta at the Fifth’ Avenue: hotel. In 
his coat lapel he wears the button of the Confed-~ 
erate Survivors’ association, of which he’ speaks as 
a badge of mourning for dead comrades,” Although 
a former confederate soldier, Governor Bullock has 
for mauy years acted with the 
republican party on national issues, 
and his reply to inquiries about the 
feeling atthe south over the death of Jefferson 
Davis is something different from the ordinary com- 
ment. “Allover the south,’’ said the governor, 
“there isa feeling of sincere sorrow forthe death of 
a leader who had become an ideal hero, because all 
the sins charged to the confederacy had been 
thrown on his shoulders. There is no philosophy 
in denouncing Mr. Davis as the arch rebel when 
all of us according to our ability, were equally as 
guilty, if it be guilt, in sustaining by arms the de- 
crees O! the supreme court of the United States, If 
the action of President Davis and the rest of us 
from 1861 to 1865 was treason, way has not the 
government made its case good in the courts? No 
one bas avoided arrest or sought to avoid it.”’ 

Being further questioned aboutthe government 
ignoring Mr. Davis’s death, Governor Bullock said: 

“The failure of the war department to treat the 
decease of a former secretary with the usual marks 
of respect iu Mr. Davis's case Ican but regard as 
unfortunate. His record as an American in the 
MexXican war and inthe war department as secre- 
tary of war cannot be obliterated by his subsequent 
career. The usual mark of respect for a predecessor 
in the war departinent could not be construed as a 
governmental indorsement of the confederacy, and 
to those of us in the south who are repnb- 
licans, because we believe the econumic 
policies of that party are best for the country 
and for our section, ihis failure of our party’s rep- 
reseutatives to rise to the full measure ofthis op- 

rtunity isa mortification and a disappointment. 

‘or years past the Grand Army posts in the soush 
have fraternized with the Confederate Memorial 
association in annual honorsto the dead of both 
armies, and thereby greatly aided the growth ota 
national sentiment among us. But this failure to 
show the usual mark of official respect to a former 
secretary of war, in the case of the death of Mr. 
Davis, will be considered as a personal condemna- 
tion by a large class of citizens who are now as true 
friends of the constitution and union as those who 
met them on the opposite side in war.’”’ 

In answer toa direct question about the negro 
and the suppressed vote, the governor replied: ‘1 
am already on record advising against any national 
interference with elections by the pues The ab- 
solute right of congress to pass and enforce judg- 
ment upon the elections and qualifications of its 
own members cannot be disputed. But that ‘judg- 
ment’ can be exercised by congress as well before 
the claimant has been seated as after, and no serious 
hardship would result if congress sent back to the 
people in certain districts for revision and re-elec- 
tion candidates whose elective title was reasonably 
doubtful, 

“The districts thus left unrepresented would 
then be stimulated to see to it that the next vote 
was 80 full, free and fair that even partisan objec- 
tion could not prevail against their returns; and 
those who objec: that the legitimate voice of the 
people is stifled by the presence of members who 
are not the free choice of the voters in their re- 
spective districts would be quieted, because if the 
members were not seated until after due investi- 
gation no harm could come to the majority.

Seymour and Blair denouncing the amendments to

Their 
ships were foundin every ocean path, and they 


of the world. Abroad they gained willing confi- 
‘dence and credit by their commercial integrity, 
and at home they were the pride of their country- 


men, 

These were the old Boston merchants. 

You, their business heirs and successors, will 
parden me if I remind you tonight that the com- 
manding infineuce of these men did not rest upon 
immense fortunes made in a day, but resulied from 
their well known honor and scrupulous good faith, 
which led them to concede toali, even the uter- 
most fraction ofright. Nor did they forget their 
duties of citizenship. They jealously watched the 
operations of their government and exacted from 
it only ecouomy and honesty and a just measure of 
care and security for themselves and the interests 
they had in charge. 

Tue Boston merchant of today has not less integ-

Equal rights and impartial justice are stipulations 
of the compact we have entered into with each 
other as American citizens; andso nicely adjusted 
is this plan of our political association, that favorit- 
ism forthe soleadvantage ofauy section of our 
membership, inevitably results in an encroachment 
upon the benefits justly due to others. But these 
things sit so lightly upou the consciences of many 
that a spirit of selfishness is abroad in the land, 
which has bred the habit of clamorous importunity 
for government aidin behalf of special interests— 
imperfectly aisguised under the cloak of sclicitude 
for the public good. 

Can we see no contrast between the sturdy self 
reliance of the Boston merchantinthe days that 
are past and the attitude you are invited to assume 
as dependents uponthe favor ofthe government 
and beneficiaries under Its taxing power? Is there 
nota difference between the rdeas that formeriy 
prevailed concerning the just and wholesome rela. 
tions which should exist between the government 
and the business of the country, and the present 
tendency toward a government artnership in trade? 
And was there a hintin former days that especial 
advantages thus once secured, constituted a vested 
right which in noevent should in the least be dis- 
turbed? 

Political selfishness cheapens in the minds of the 
people their apprehension of the character and 
functions of the government; it distorts every con- 
ception of the duty of good citizenship and creates 
anatmosphere in which iniquitous purpores and 
designs lose their odious features. It begins when 
&preverted judgment is won to the tseory that 
political action may be used solely for private goin 
andadvantage, and when a tender conscience 13 
quieted by the ingenious argument that such gain 
and advantage are identical with the public wel- 
fare. This stage having been reached and self- 


its purposes, which seen in the pure l:ght of d:sin- 
terested Spatiotism, are viewed with fear and 
batred.$The independent thought and 'ree political 
prefereuce of those whom fate had made dependent 
upon daily toil for hard earned bread, are -tra: gled 
and destroyed by intimidation and ihe fear of loss 
ofem; loyment, Vile, unsavory forms ri-etot!e sur- 
tace of our agitated political waters, and gleefully 
anticipate in the anxtie y of seltish interest, their 
opportunity to ftatien upon corrupted and de- 
bauched sniff. age. 

This train of thought lead us to consider the im- 
minent dauger which threaten us from the intimi- 
dation and corruption of our yoters, 

It is too late to temporize with these evils or to 
speak of them, otherwise than in the plainest 
terms. Weare spare! the labor of proving their 
existence, forall admitit. That they are terribly 
on the increase all must concede. 

Manifestly, if the motives of all our citizens were 
unselfish and patriotic, and if they sought in po- 
litical action only their share of the advantage 
accruing from the advance of our country at all 
points toward her grand de-tiny there would be 
no place or occasion for the perversion of our suf- 
oar Thus the inauguration of the intimidation 
and corruption of our yoters may be ‘justly chatged 
to selfish schemcs seeking success through political 
action: Buttheseevils have been neglected by 
honest Gisgusted with -all _ poiitieal 
endeavor: they have been tolerated 
by respectable men who, in weakness of patriotic 
sentiment, have recarded them as only phases of 
shrewd politicait management, and they have been 
actually encouraged by the honors which have 
been bestowed upon those who boast of their use of 
such agencies in aid of party supremacy. 

Many of us, therefore, may iake to ourselves a 
share of blame, when we fiud confronting us, these 
perils which threaten the existence of our free 
institutions, the preservation of our natioaal honor 
and the perpetuity of our country. The condition 
annexed to the founding of our goverument upon 
tue suffrage of the people, was that the suffrage 
shou d be free and pure, We consented to abide 
by the honest preponderance of public opinion, but 
we did not consent that a free vote, expressing the 
intelligent and thoughtinl sentiment ot the voter, 
should be balauced by a vote of intimidation and 
fear, or by an unclean, yeord. vote disgracefully 


men 


bought and treacherously so!d. 

Let us look with a degree of pity and charity upon 
those who yield to fear and intimidation in the ex- 
ercise of their rig ht of suffrage. Though they ought 
not thus to yield, we cannot forget that as against 
their frec balict they see in the scale their con- 
tinued employment, the comtorts of their homes 
andthe maintenance of their families. We need 
not stifle our scornand contempt for the wretch 
who basely sells his vote, aud who fora bribe be- 
trays his t:uet of citizenship. And ret the thought 
will intrude itself that he but followsina low and 
vulgar fashion the example of those who proceed 
upon the theory that political action may be turned 
to private gaiu. 

ut whether we pity or whether we hate; our be- 
trayal ja none the less complete; nor will either pity 
or hate restore our birthright. But we know that 
when political selfishness is destroyed our dangers 
will disappear; and though the way to its strong- 
hold may be long and weary, we will follow it— 
fighting as we go. There will be no surrender, ror 
will there be desertions from our ranks. Selfishness 
aud corruption have not yet achieved a lasting 
triumph aud their bold defiance will but hasten 
the day of their destruction. 

As we struggle on and confidently invite a direct 
conflict with these entrenched foes of our political 
safety, we have not failed tosee another hope which 
has manifested itself toall the honest people of the 
land, It teaches them that though they may not 
immediately destroy at their source the evils which 
affiict them, they may check their malign influence 
and guard themse!ves against their baneful results. 
It assures them that if political virtue and rectitude 
can not at once be thoroughly restored to the re- 
public, the activity of baserelements may be dis~ 
couraged. It inspires them with vigilant watch- 
fulness and a dette rmination to prevent as far as 
sossible their treachous betrayal by those who are 

ise to their obligations of citizenship. 

This hope, risen like the star in the east, has 
fixed the gaze of our patr:otic fellow-country men; 
and every where—'n our buey marts of trade and on 
our farms—in our cities and in our villages—in the 
dwellings of the rich and in the homes ofthe poor 
—in our universities and in our workshops—in our 
banking houses and in the ranks of inexoable toil— 
they greet with enthusiastic acclaim the advent of 
ballott reform. 

There arc no leadersin this cause.’ Those who 
seem to lead the ovement are but swept tothe 
front by the surging foree of patriotic sentiment. 
It rises far above partisanship and only the heed- 
less, the sordid and depraved refuse tojoin in the 
crusade. 

Tuis refurm is predicted upon the cool delibera- 
tion of political selfishness In its endeavor to pros- 
titnte our suffrage to the purposes of private oo. 
It is bes oe sup that corruption of the voter is 
eutered upon with such business calculation that 
the corruptor willonly pay a bribe when he has 
occular proof that the suffrage he bas bargained for 
is cast in his interest. So too it is reasonably ex- 
y ected that if the employe or laborer is at the time 
of casting his bailot removed from the immediate 
control or bis employer, the futility of fear and in- 
timidation will lead to their abandonment. 

The change demanded by this reform in the 
formalities surrounding the exercise of the privil- 
ege of suffrage, has given rise to real or pretendea 
solicitude for the rights of our voters; and the fear 
has been expressed that inability on the part of 
electors to conform to the requirements of the pro- 
posed change, might produce P ist a inconvenience 
and ip some cases result in disfranchisement. It 
haseven been suggested that the inauguration of 
the new plan might encroach upon constitutional!

NEW YORK STOCKS 


Stocks as Reported at the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

New Yor, December 12.—Dealings in the rail- 
road list in the stock market today were smaller 
than for any full day for some time. Money ruled 
easy and the bears being still wary of selling the 
general list again confined their operations to the 
few stocks wnich they found vulnerable. There 
was some buving of Western Union in the early 
portion of the day, which looked like the covering 
of shorts, and on which stock moycd up and reach- 
ed tractionally better figures than on yesterday, but 
the demand was soon satisfied and stock sank back 
into ddliness and moved with the rest of the list. 
New England, Missouri Pacific and St. Paul were 
the only stocks of the regular list, otber'than West- 
ern Union; to show any aniniation, and the first 
mumed sagged off slowly throughout the 
day, at its extreme fluctuation was only 
% per cent. Sugar was a great future and 
it seemed to have absolutely .no support, 
whatever, and was weak without interruption from 
the opening to the close, the bears having no diffi- 
culty in selling it off from 61 to 5614.
